First Major 
Operation 
in Cambodia 


SAIGON (AP) - 
South Viet- 


namese troops, operating with a 
token 
force 
of Cambodians, 


smashed a North Vietnamese 
base 
camp inside Cambodia 


Tuesday in the first major com- 
bined operation reported in the 
war, informed sources said to- 
day. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters claimed 
179 North Viet- 


namese were killed, 30 persons 
detained, and 550 straw huts 
and bunkers destroyed. It said 
the assault was made half a 
mile on the South Vietnamese 
side of the border 42 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu 


also denied 
that South Viet' 


namese troops ted crossed the 
border. But eyewitnesses said 
the joint task force of more than 
2,000 South Vietnamese and 100 
Cambodians pushed at least a 
mile inside Cambodia south of 
Highway One. 


The witnesses said the Cam- 


bobvmvps, clearly distin- 
guisliable by their uniforms, 
were 
under command of the 


South Vietnamese. Some were 
riding tanks and armored per? 
sonne} carriers, Most carried. 
Soviet AK47 assault rifles, but 
some 
carried American car- 


bines and drew their ammuni- 
tion, mortar shells, food and wa- 
ter, from the South Vietnamese.

(AP) - The rest of the Apollo 
13 mission may be a washout 
but scientists are elated with 
the 
moonquake 
created by 


crashing the Saturn 5 booster 
rocket into the lunar surface. 


The impact at 8',09 p.m. EST 


Tuesday sent a four-hour shud* 
der through the moon that was 
recorded 
by a seismometer 


erected in the lunar Ocean of 
Storms last November by the 
Apollo 12 crew, 


Describing the seismic signals 


radioed to earth as exciting 
data scientists said the moon* 
quake 
proves that 
crashing 


manmade objects into the lunar 
sphere can be a powerful tool 
for 
ultimately unraveling the 


mystery of the moon's origin. 


"We now have a powerful and 


effective method for investigat- 
ing the lunar interior even if we 
never get a big meteor impact 
and even if we never get a 
moonquake," said Dr. Maurice 
Ewlng of Columbia University.

Columbia's Lament Geophysical 
Observatory and Dr. 
Frank 


Press of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology spoke at a 
news conference Tuesday, sev- 
eral hours after the booster 
rocket impact.

The seismologists have not 


agreed yet on what causes the

Latham prefers the idea that 


the moon's outer shell is ex- 
tremely broken up—a layer of 
jumbed blocks that bounces 
seismic waves like sound in an 
echo chamber.

States now use over 6.5 mil- 
lion pints of blood for trans- 
fusions every year, .Short- 
ages often occur and, when 
they do, some much-needed 
o p e r a t i o n s must be post- 
poned. The American Red 
Cross and the American As- 
sociation of Blood Banks col- 
lect and process more than 
90 per cent of the blood used. 
This blood is necessary in 
the treatment of some forms 
of anemia, in saving the 
lives of some accident vic- 
tims and in replacing blood 
lost during operations. More 
than 300,000 units of blood 
are shipped to Vietnam an- 
nually. 


Although over 100 million 


persons in this country could 
be used as blood donors, 
only about 3 million are cur- 
rently volunteering in this 
laudable cause. Some stay 
away because of fear but 
any healthy person can spare 
a pint pf blood every six 
weeks without any ill effects. 
O t h e r s may stay away 
t h r o u g h apathy. (Persons 
who are anemic or who have 
had malaria, syphilis or hep- 
atitis cannot be used.) 


Blood donations are now 


divided into component parts 
and stored, thus bringing 
help to more than one re- 
cipient. A person with ane- 
mia, for example, needs 
only the red blood cells; the 
hemophiliac needs only a 
small part (the antihemo- 
philic fraction) and the pa- 
tient who has just undergone 
an operation often sorely 
needs only the blood plasma. 


New p r o c e s s i n g tech- 


niques, notably the quick 
freeze, have g r e a t l y 
in- 


creased the shelf 
life of 


stored blood. If you are be- 
tween n and 66 and in good 
health, making regular blood 
donations is a way you can 
help mankind at no cost and 
who knows—some day you 
might need a 
transfusion 


yourself.

A—The cause of this dis- 


ease is unknown. Most vic- 
tims are women who are 
over 45 or have had their 
ovaries removed.

Tax Deadline

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


the millions of taxpayers who 
vowed "I'll do it tomorrow," to- 
morrow is here. This is the fi- 
nal, frantic day for filing most 
tax returns. 


The last of 77 million 1969 tax 


forms, with some exceptions, 
must be postmarked by mid- 
night or the Internal Revenue 
Service 
can begin assessing 


penalties against anyone who 
delays. 


Although almost two million 


more returns had been filed by 
last Friday than the same time 
a year ago, 25 million remained 
out as of that last count, the IRS 
reported Tuesday. It expects 77 
million returns. 


Friday's total was 52.3 million 


returns, compared to 5o.7 mil- 
lion at the same time last year, 
a jump of 3.3 per cent. Of those, 
32.7 
million taxpayers will re- 


ceive refunds, compared to 30 
million last year. 


This year's refunds totaled 


$7.8 billion as of Friday, up 31.7 
per cent from the $5.9 billion 
certified at the end of the com- 
parable week of 1969. 


IRS officials say the refunds 


are larger because the 10 per 
cent surcharge was withheld all 
of Jast year, but withholding be- 
gan two or three months after 
the surtax was imposed in 1968. 


Because of the delay, taxpay- 


ers had to pay the extra 10 per 
cent for the time it was not de- 
ducted from their paychecks. 


Although the April 15 deadline 


is a yearly albatross for most 
people, anyone outside the coun- 
try today gets an automatic ex- 
tension, until June 15, One per- 
son

Vietnamese 
Bodies Float 
in River

(AP) — The bodies of hundreds 
of Vietnamese floated down the 
Mekong 
River 
in southeast 


Cambodia 
today, 
many with 


their hands tied behind them. It 
appeared to be the biggest mass 
killing yet revealed in Cambo- 
dia. 


A police official at the Neak 


Leung ferry crossing 36 miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh, the 
Cambodian capital, said he had 
counted 400 bodies this morning.

(AP) — A tropical storm that 
could give birth to a hurricane 
lumbered toward the Apollo 13 
splashdown site today but re- 
covery ship officials said they 
expected no weather they could 
not cope With.

Jima kept a close watch on 
Tropical Storm 
Helen as it 


moved across the Pacific at less 
than six miles per hour. 


If it keeps up its present 


course and speed forecasters 
said the storm's fringe could be 
as near as 230 miles to the tar- 
get point when Apollo 13 returns 
to earth Friday. 


Winds near the center of the 


storm were clocked at nearly 50 
miles per hour and gusts up to 
about 35 m.p.h. licked out from 
the center for 150 miles. 


The ship's meteorologist, Lt. 


R. B. Otis, said the storm prob- 
ably will intensify. 
"It could 


very well become a hurricane" 
he said. He added that Helen, 
traveling southeastward, could 
take a more southerly course 
and speed up. 


Officials 
noted that if the 


weather creates critical prob- 
lems the astronauts could ma- 
neuver their craft to land 200 
miles beyond or Short of the 
splashdown target, about 600 
miles south of Samoa. 


Capt.A'Leland ..F. Kirkemb, 


Commander 
of the recovery 


ship, said he anticipated no 
problems even if the splash-
